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To  The  Council  of  the  Rural  District  of  Welton 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentleham, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report,  as  your  Medical 
officer  of  Health,  for  1972. 

This  will  be  the  last  report  and,  since  last  years  report  summarized  the 
progress  made  over  the  years  in  the  district  and  since  much  of  the  data  upon 
which  annual  reports  are  based  have  been  lacking  for  adminstrative  reasons, 
this  report  will  be  unusually  brief. 

1  he  most  dramatic  event  has  been  a  sudden  upsurge  of  births  credited 
to  the  district^of  the  order  of  ten  per  cent.  It  is  difficult  to  see  the  social 
significance  of  this,  especially  since  the  increase  is  almost  wholly  in  legit¬ 
imate  births.  Great  disasters  such  as  Abervan  and  Agadir,  or  wars,  tend  to 
be  followed  by  an  upsurge  of  births  but,  in  the  absence  of  such  things, 
marriage  and  the  birth  of  children  is  an  expression  of  public  confidence  in 
the  present  and  future.  After  the  declining  figures  of  the  past  few  years  I 
hope  that  this  may  be  so.  Nevertheless,  in  an  over  populated  island  in  an 
over  populated  world,  this  expression  of  confidence  ought  not  to  be  too  un¬ 
restrained.  The  losses  of  life  among  children  are  now  so  low  that  an  average 
size  family  of  2.1  children  is  all  that  is  required  to  maintain  a  stable  popul¬ 
ation  and  anything  more  will  strain  our  resources.  The  present  duty  of 
Local  Health  Authorities  to  provide  directly  or  by  agency,  family  planning 
services  has  been  implemented  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council  and  upon 
reorganisation  the  duties  will  rest  on  family  doctors.  Some  will  have  ethical 
objections  on  religious  grounds,  and  so  some  alternative  provision  will  be 
necessary.  Certainly  the  Family  Planning  Association  has  no  immediate 
intention  of  collapsing  and,  indeed,  their  specialised  services  are  complem¬ 
entary  to  those  of  hospitals  and  family  doctors.  The  office  of  Censuses 
credits  the  District  with  a  population  increase  of  740  during  the  year  which 
must  reflect  some  new  families  in  the  district  rather  than  a  mere  increase  in 
size  of  existing  families.  The  population  will  remain  unchanged  by  Local 
Government  and  Health  Service  reorganization  and  will  require  at  least 
the  present  standard  of  services  of  all  kinds,  so  that  1st  April,  1974,  like 
3rd  September,  1939  will  not  see  instant  cataclysmic  changes.  If  all  goes 
according  to  plan,  the  changes  will  hardly  be  noticeable  by  the  general 
public. 

Two  other  episodes  marked  the  year,  although  neither  strictly  in¬ 
volved  this  Council — the  Tupholme  Pop  Festival  and  the  influx  of  Ugandan 
Asians  to  Hemswell  and  Faldingworth.  Both  provided  me  with  a  sub¬ 
stantial  work-load  of  an  interesting  and  challenging  nature. More  serious 
than  either  of  these  episodes  were  the  two  outbreaks  of  food-poisoning 
arising  on  establishments  generally  regarded  as  above  suspicion.  Suspicion, 
however,  is  the  principal  weapon  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  in 
his  absence,  others,  probably  the  few  present  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
who  achieve  Community  Physician  status,  will  have  to  learn  that  nothing 
is  sacred.  It  appears  that  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  should 
survive  unscathed,  though  it  may  well  become  incorporated  in  a  more 
general  pathology  service.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  their  invaluable  service  will 
be  as  freely  available  to  the  New  Local  Government  as  it  is  at  present.  Then, 
mdeed,  one  might  see  benefit  from  a  Community  Physician  (Epidemiology) 
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as  a  free-standing  authority,  interested  not  only  in  diseases  caused  by 
infection  but  also  the  degenerative  and  neoplastic  diseases,  which  are  now 
the  main  causes  of  death  and  disability. 

In  an  age  in  which  one  pregnancy  in  five  is  artificially  terminated,  one 
wonders  seriously  about  the  wisdom  of  some  of  the  heroic  measures  to 
preserve  life  grossly  defective  either  from  birth  or  later  from  disease  or 
injury.  The  Hippocratic  oath  has,  over  two  millenia,  been  a  guiding  principle 
of  medicine  and  must  not  be  challenged  without  exceptionally  good  reason. 
Nevertheless,  the  face  of  medicine  is  changing  and  medical  ethics  are 
struggling  to  keep  up  with  public  opionin  without  giving  up  the  very  im¬ 
portant  principles  of  working  for  good,  never  for  harm,  and  maintaining 
strict  confidence  under  the  law.  All  these  principles  are  capable  of  varied 
interpretation  and  the  advent  of  personal  data  banks  on  computers,  in¬ 
corporating  a  variety  of  information  normally  regarded  as  private — if 
generally  accepted  by  the  public  as  in  the  general  interest — might  well  be 
parallelled  in  the  health  service.  Certain  details  are  banked  by  the  Office  of 
Population  and  Censuses  and  immunization  and  other  routine  procedures 
such  as  school  medical  inspections  are  handled  by  staff  other  than  the 
general  practioner  without,  in  general,  any  difficulties  arising.  True,  certain 
consultants  are  unwilling  to  make  their  reports  other  than  to  the  family 
doctor,  as  is  traditional  and  proper  but  gradually  more  are  tending  to 
accept  that  the  treatment  of  infants  and  school-children  at  least,  is  a  team 
responsibility  and  the  members  of  the  team  are  therefore  informed,  in 
confidence,  by  these  consultants.  The  care  for  children  with  special  needs 
looks  like  being  the  responsibility  of  the  Area  Community  Physician,  and 
the  trend  is  away  from  routine  inspections  by  doctors  to  screening  of 
populations  by  technicians  and  reference  of  apparent  defects  to  doctors  for 
detailed  assessment.  1  his  will  enable  certain  specific  defects  to  be  detected 
and  dealt  with  but,  to  me  there  still  seems  a  field  for  the  generalist  school 
and  pre-school  doctor  whose  expertise  lies  in  his  particular  knowledge  of 
the  range  of  normal  and  the  early  signs  of  trouble  which  may,  at  an  early 
stage,  respond  to  simple  domestic  measures.  It  has  been  argued  that  the 
General  Practioner  having  the  full  details  of  the  family  is  better  placed  to  do 
this  work  and  it  may  be  that  in  the  future  this  may  come  about.  For  some 
time,  however,  there  will  be  a  great  dearth  of  doctors  with  interest  in  non- 
complaming  examinees,  since  this  runs  counter  to  the  general  training  of 
medical  students. 

This  year  also  records  a  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths.  This 
cannot  of  itself  cause  concern  since  death  is  an  inevitable  consequence  of 
birth.  The  age  and  circumstances  surrounding  the  deaths  are  far  more 
significant  and  it  is  disturbing  to  note  that  the  proportion  of  these  deaths 
occunng  below  the  ages  of  75  and  65  are  both  substantially  increased  there 
being  an  increase  from  7  to  12  in  ischaemic  heart  deaths  in  the  age  group 
up  to  65,  and  from  15  to  21  in  the  group  65  to  74.  These  figures  are  sig¬ 
nificant  and  do,  I  believe,  reflect  changes  in  the  way  we  live  and  what  we 
eat.  They  are  not  wholly,  as  has  been  suggested,  due  to  there  being  more 
people  in  the  relevant  age  groups.  The  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  has  published  figures  for  the  national  increase  in  dietary  fat  and 
points  out  that  this  is  very  largely  dairy  products,  i.e.  saturated  fat,  which 
is  believed  to  be  directly  related  to  deposits  of  atheroma  in  the  arteries  and 
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consequent  disease.  Many  other  factors  are  almost  certainly  involved— lack 
of  regular  exercise  being  a  probability  affecting  a  much  wider  sector  of  the 
population  than  formerly;  whilst  endocrine  factors,  one  at  least,  sex  linked, 
are  very  important.  Now  that  infections  are  a  negligible  cause  of  death,  the 
Community  Physician  will  interest  himself  in  the  causes  and  prevention  of 
other  causes  of  unduly  early  death  and  increasingly  with  the  diseases  which, 
though  not  major  causes  of  death,  destroy  the  fabric  of  happy  life — mental 
illness  and  rheumatism  are  typical.  Either  may  destroy  a  man’s  living  with¬ 
out  destroying  his  life.  Possibly  a  worse  fate.  At  the  same  time,  however, 
there  must  remain  a  network  of  doctors  and  technicians  able  to  deal  with 
exotic  diseases  which  will  always  be  liable  to  importation  and  which, 
whilst  not  usually  a  threat  to  the  public  health— smallpox  being  the  out¬ 
standing  and  topical  exception — may  bring  about  the  death  of  the  sufferer 
unless  promptly  and  efficiently  treated. 

This  expertise  is  becoming  increasingly  scarce  as  those  doctors  who 
had  war-time  experience  in  this  field  retire  and  whose  knowledge  must 
inevitably  be  dated  and  lacking  usually  in  current  practice.  At  the  same  time, 
the  tendency  for  the  holiday-maker  to  travel  beyond  the  confines  of  Europe 
and  its  islands,  increases  the  likelihood  of  unusual  diseases. 

The  text  of  the  report  shows,  once  again,  the  substantial  growth  in 
private  housing,  whilst  the  Councils  activity  has  been  confined  to  provision 
for  old  folk  and  improvement  grants.  This  is,  of  course,  in  line  with  most 
other  authorities. 

May  I  on  this  final  occasion,  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  all  who 
have  held  office,  together  with  members  and  officers  for  their  help  and 
comradeship  over  the  past  decade,  and  wish  them  well  for  the  future.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Little  change  took  place  in  the  structure  of  General  Practitioner  or 
Hospital  Services,  and  the  County  Councils  Ambulance  service  operated 
well.  The  new  Maternity  Wing  of  the  County  Hospital,  Lincoln  came 
into  use. 

Five  Child  Health  Centres  operate  in  the  rural  district  as  tabulated 
below.  Those  at  Bardney  and  Cherry  Willingham  are  manned  by  myself 
whilst  the  remainder  are  served  by  other  Medical  Officers  of  the  County 
Council. 

In  addition,  similar  services  have  been  provided  at  Scampton  and 
Faldmgworth  R.A.F.  Stations  by  co-operation  between  the  Service  and 
the  County  Council.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

(Suggest)  During  the  year  the  new  Sewage  Works  at  Aisthorpe  was  put 
into  use  and  sewers  and  house  drain  connections  completed  at  Scampton, 
Aisthorpe  and  Brattleby. 

The  sewers,  rising  main  and  pump  installations  (for  pumping  to 
Bardney)  are  almost  completed  at  Southrey. 

Alterations  and  Extensions  at  Saxilby  Sewage  Works  should  be 
completed  early  in  1974. 

The  site  for  a  new  works  at  South  Carlton  has  now  been  approved  and 
drawings  of  Works  and  land  acquisition  plans  are  being  prepared.  This 
scheme  will  serve  Burton,  South  Carlton  and  North  Carlton. 

Scavenging 

The  whole  of  the  District  is  now  on  weekly  collection.  Polythene  bin 
liners  are  in  use  throughout. 

Pail  Closet  Emptying  Service 

This  service  is  now  only  carried  out  for  Southrey  and  it  is  foreseen  that 
the  new  sewerage  scheme  for  this  village  will  make  the  service  unnessary. 

The  Council  give  full  encouragement  to  owners  of  private  property 
to  convert  pail  closets  to  water  closets  with  the  help  of  improvement  grants. 

Refuse  Disposal  and  Civic  Amenities  Act. 

Refuse  disposal  continues  at  the  Council’s  two  tips  situated  at  Barlings 
Lane,  Langworth  and  at  Normanby.  Maintenance  is  carried  out  daily  by 
means  of  a  hired  machine.  This  vehicle  is  operated  by  one  of  the  Council’s 
drivers  at  the  end  of  the  days  work. 
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Cesspool  Emptier 

During  the  year  932  cesspools  were  emptied. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods 

There  are  no  licenced  slaughter-houses  being  operated  in  the  district.

The  new  scheme  for  Standard  and  Improvement  Grants  introduced 
by  the  Housing  Act,  1969  has  worked  very  well  and  produced  a  number  of 
applications. 

There  is  one  disturbing  feature,  however,  in  that  since  the  repayment 
conditions  for  Improvement  Grants  was  removed  there  has  been  a  ten- 
dancy  for  speculators  to  be  in  a  position  to  compete  with  persons  requiring 
houses  for  their  own  occupation  and,  whilst  this  is  an  undesirable  side 
effect,  it  has  no  doubt  produced  conditions  envisaged  by  the  Act  in  that 
the  imporovement  of  the  maximum  possible  number  of  houses  is  being 
secured.
